rent Habilities. After providing for interest on our Bonds and Dividends on our Preferred stock for the year, 


we have keen able to set up reserves for depreciation, extraordinary repairs and renewals, bad cebts, ete., 


consequently we carry over from last year 761,116 barrels of cement. 


Karly in 1910 the price of our product was fixed at a lower price than cement had ever been sold for in 


Canada, excepting for a short period in 1909, but your directors are pleased to state that the anticipated sav- 


ings in manafacturing ani distributing our products were such that they were able to still further reduce this 


price. 

We trust, when you consider tho above mentioned ‘conditions, and also the fact thet dvrinz 1010 ocr 
plants were only operated to 57.6 per cent. of their eapacity, the profits shown will be satisiaclory to tae 
sharcholders. 

During the current year we look for a larger natural demand, which demanded will oe stimulated by con- 


tinuing to manufacture a strictly high grade article, and by selling it at the jowcst possisle price This aa- 


ticipated increase will enable us to operate our plants to better advantace than in the past,, but we do not!
